At this juncture a delegation of 


citizens, headed by the pastors of the 
various denominational churches and 
Edwin Hahn, Esq., of Pasadena, 
attorney for the State Anti-Saloon 
League, entered and then every-one

W. Q. Cuater acted a* spokesman 


for the committee and briefly stated 
that in accordance with a resolution 
passed at a mass meeting of citizens 
on Sunday evening, they appearec 
before the Board to submit a reso- 
lution asking for an enforcement of 
the ' present 
prohibition 
ordinance 


which was at this time being openly 
and flagrantly violated. 
In closing 


his remarks the spokesman 
said 


"Comments ay; not necessary as we 
all know the conditions existing 
The people iu the community have the 
greatest confidence in the Board of 
Trustees and knowing that the .pres- 
ent ordinance is unqualifiedly endors- 
ed by the majority ct' the voters, we 
ask that you will instruct your city 
attorney and city marshal to see that 
no infringement of the same is per- 
mitted." 


Trustee Ratekin asked if this mat- 


ter was in the nature of a request or 
petition. 


Mr. Custer slated that it was a re- 


quest and Mr. Robinson, another 
member of the committee, said it was 
a petition. 


Trustee Ratekin, promptly n:oved,

The mere

no such thought. The meeting offered 
the resolution as an endorsement of 
the ordinance and an indication to 
you of our moral support in the exe- 
cution of the same. 
Anyone who 


walks the streets knows that it is be- 
ing violated, why, in places you can 
smell it to the very center of the street, 
it cannot possibly be a secret.

such a resolution by the Board will 
effect all thnt is desired by the com- 
mittee."

The first gun for the rigid enforce- 


ment of the present prohibition city 
ordinance was fired in the M E. 
Church Sunday evening by Dr. E. S. 
Chapman, president of the State anti- 
Saloou 
League. 
Thirty 
minutes 


prior to the hour set for the meeting 
the church was crowded to the doors, 
showing the great interest manifested 
in the temperance cauae jln the com- 
munity. 
On the platform with Dr. 


Chapman were Rev. Francis Lawson, 
Rev. Thomas Jent, Rev. J. W. Utter, 
and Dr. Harcourt W. Peck, pas tars of 
the various denominational churches 
of the town. 


The veteran leader of the temper- 


ance cause in California, Dr. E. S. 
Chapman, was 
introduced by Dr. 


Peck, pastor of the M. E. Church, and 
preached 
from the words found in 


Matt. 14:18: "Even so I say unto you 
it is not the will of your Father in 
Heaven that one of these little ones 
should perish." 
The speaker pre- 


faced his remarks by a graphic de- 
scription of a rabbit drive in the San 
Joaquin Valley, when 10,000 of the 
little animals were destroyed in one 
day. 
"Like these rabbits" said he, 


are the young men of California 


being driven into a corral not built of 
boards, but drunkenness, degradation 
and damnation, and ihis by influences 
largely outside of themselves, the open 
saloon, the treating habit and the 
social club." 
The speaker paid a 


glowing tribute to the District Attor- 
ney of this County, Capt. Fredericks, 
whose fearless enforcement of the 
laws has made it possible in five 
months to close every so-called social 
club in the county, outside of incor- 
porated cities. 
"This man," the 


speaker said, "has a backbone as big 
as a Sequoia tree; he told me when 
elected: 
'I am not a lawmaker, you 


attend to your business and I will at- 
tend to mine,' and the results which 
have been accomplished show that he 
has fulfilled his word."

THEY ARE MAKING PREPARATIONS 


FQR WAR 


Accusing: t. All Appearances Russia is Undoubt- 


edly Preparing for War In Manchuria—Alarm 
is felt at Niwchwang' 


' Victoria, B. C.—Advices wore re- 
ceived by the steamer Olympia wMch 
arrived Monday from Yokohama that 
Chinese are hurrying from Xewchwntig 
in alarm as a result of the dispatch of 
Japanese and British warships iu con- 
sequence of the non-evacutnioti 
of 


Newchwautf by the Russians. Resi- 
dents of the Chinese port are hurrying 
their valuables to Tien Tsiu, Chefoo 
and Shanghai, fearing war. The whole 
trend of the news received by the 
Olympia to the 19th Inst. is of war- 
like preparations the rush movements 
of warships, etc. Japan and Russia 
are seemingly both getting ready for 
hoitilities iu the event of the Man- 
churian embroglio resulting in war. 


A Japanese military officer who has 


just returned from 
Newchwang is 


quoted by the Jiji Shim Po as saying 
that, 
according to all appearances 


Russia ia undoubtedly prepared for 
war in Manchuria, and great alarm is 
felt at Newchwang. The officer also 
states that Russians 
detained 
the 


Moukdeu 
Taotai 
to 
prevent 
his 


appearance nt Newchwang in order to 
seize that port on the pretext fur- 
nished by hia non-arrival. 


Dispatches ara printed by Japanese 


papers to the effect that a state of 
siege has been declared by tho Russian 
authorities at Talieu, Kingchow and 
theuce to the Yaln river. Military 
maneuvers are taking place involving 
much tent aiid field work. Tho Rus- 
sians assert, that the movement is 
attributable to the strained relations 
between Russia and Japan. The Japan 
Herald 
has a dispatch from 
Port 


Arthur that Russian troops have boon 
dispatched to Amokgang in Korea, 
and a Japanese vernacular paper says 
Japanese warships have goiie there. 


The Yiouniuro of Tokio states that 


iu Newchwang, Port Arthur, Talieu 
Wan and neighboring localities a col 
lison between Japan and Russia is 
considered inevitable, and that the 
opening of hostilities is expected at 
any moment. 


The Hochi publishes the significant 


report that certain Japanese generals 
have caused a notice to be issued to 
the reserves to be ready for mobiliz- 
ing. The Ashi says that Japanese and 
British warships have also been dis- 
pacted to the Yalu river. Tho Russian 
troops in Manchuria have been i» 
creased by an additional force which 
has been sent out on the pretext of 
replacing"" the troops. 


The general feeling prevailing in 


Japan ia shown by the large number 
of mass meetings being held. Many 
are reported by Yokohama and Tokio 
papers. Prof. Tomidizu of the Imperial 
university at a largely-attended meet- 
ing at Yokohama, was largely ap- 
plauded when he declared that the 
Manchurian 
problem could not be 


solved b no other means than war. He 
said that in spite of the tulk of pub- 
licists Japanese military and naval 
forces were ready for the encounter. 
He held that if Japan failed to make 
itself felt, China and Korea would 
throw iu their lot with Russia. . The 
Japan War Office took exception to 
those plain statements, and demanded 
the punishment but nothing was done.

that Russia is asking iho consent ol' 
the various powers to the proposal to 
continue tho importation, of arms into 
China fir another live years.
